Can't Spend 
And Not Tax,

LANSING <AP> — Republican 
legislative leaders said Wednes­ 
day they are optimistic that 
once 
legislators 
understand 
Michigan’s financial problems, 
they will adopt a fiscal reform 
plan including a state Income 
tax. 


“I t**ink we can get fiscal re­ 
form through the Senate,” said 
Sen. .EmiV Lockwood. 
R-St. 
Louis, who will be Senate'Ma­ 
jority Leader next session. “The 
House is going to be the big 
problem, because of the divi* 
•ion." 


But Rep. Robert Waldron, R- 
Grosse Pointe, the House Repub* 
lican Lender, said he is optimis­ 
tic, too, despite the 55-55 split in 
his . chamber between Republi­ 
cans and Democrats. 


“You can't continue to vote 
expenditures and not taxes,” he 
said. “It has to be a bipartisan 
effort. 


“I think the chances of fis­ 
cal reform are good. We’ve got 
to have 
additional 
revenue. 
There are no ifs, ands and buts 
about that.“

Detroit Airport 
Operates At Loss 


DETROIT <AP> - A loss of 
more then $185,000 in the oper­ 
ation of Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport during ISM was report­ 
ed today. This was the first def­ 
icit year in the airport’s history. 


A six-week airline strike was 
blamed for the deficit by James 
M. Davey, managing director of 
the Wayne County Road Com­ 
mission, which operates the air­ 
port. Itt estimated the loss will 
“easily be msde up” during 
1817. 


Davey said receipts totaled 
$4,797,311 and expenditures for 
maintenance, 
operation 
equipment 84,882,787.

Children trapped inside the 
bus were screaming. Some were 
pinned under broken seets, oth­ 
ers trapped by twisted metal or. 
buried under the sand. 


For nearly two hours, Gemus 
and others — policemen, fire­ 
men. doctors, ambulance driv­ 
ers and passersby — tore apart 
the wreckage with crowbars, 
acetylene torches and their bare 
hands. 


“We were afraid to use shov­ 
els at first, because we might 
injure some of the kids we 
couldn't see under the sand,’* 
Gemus said. 


The tractor-trailer rig was 
turning 
a 
corner 
when 
it 
scrapped the bus, which had 
just discharged two children 
and was waiting at the traffic 
signal. 


The door on the driver's side 
was jammed shut, but the bulk 
of the sand poured into the bus 
farther back. The roof was 
pinched in and the frame twist­ 
ed sideways. 


The bus driver. James Levy, 
40. father of three, was treated 
for shock. Levy, who escaped 
further injury, said he would 
never drive a school bus again. 


Provincial 
police 
identified 
the truck driver as Marcel Le- 
francois of Stoney, Ont., who 


was being detained pending re­ 
sults of an investigation. He was 
not hurt. 


One of the rescuers, Ralph 
Bondy, 27, of McGregor, Ont., 
severely burned his left hand as 
he used a torch to cut through 
the steel lei of a bus seat under 
which a boy wan trapped. 


“I held my hand over the 
boy's face to protect him from 
the flame and sparks, and as 
the torch burst through the steel 
it seared my hand." Bondy said. 


“Kids were screaming, say­ 
ing. 'save me!' and, ’I’m going 
to die!* They were in hysterics. 
A lot of other people were com­ 
ing up, too, and we started tear­ 
ing the bus apart, to pull the 
kids out." he said. 


“We tore the insides of that 
bus apart, mostly with our bare 
hands’’ 


Destruction Of 
Two Red Planes 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 
— Long-range U.S. B52 bombers 
delivered a double blow at Com­ 
munist strongholds in Vietnam 
today. 


One formation of the heavy 
bombers flew in from Guam to 
strike before dawn at Viet Cong 
bunkers and fortifications in 
War Zone C about 45 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


A second wave hit late in the 
afternoon at infiltrating North 
Vietnamese troops in the Demil­ 
itarized Zone between North 
and South Vietnam. 


Explosion Seen 
Amplifying an earlier report, 
the U.S. Navy reported that two 
Phantom Jets from the carrier 
Kitty Hawk shot down two slow- 
moving enemy planes with air- 
to-air missiles over the Gulf of 
Tonkin Tuesday night and the 
pilots saw them explode. 


An earlier announcement said 
only that the enemy planes had 
disappeared from radar detec­ 
tion screens. The announcement

George W. Polley, vice presi­ 
dent - special projects, of the 
Upper Peninsula Power Co., 
has retired announces John H. 
Warden, chairman of the board.

The board, an advi£ory group 
of citizens who help guide the 
city’s recreation program with 
Paul Vardigan, acting recrea­ 
tion director, made the follow­ 
ing recommendations: 


1 — The city begin construc­ 
tion in the immediate future 
of a “modest” recreation build­ 
ing. 


2 — included in the plans 
fbr tiie recreation center v/ill 
be an indoor swimming pool. 


8 — The recreation facility 
be located at the city water 
tower ^te. 


The firm of G. Arntxen ^ 
Co. Architects of Escanaba be 
engaged to construct the build­ 
ing and pool. 


Norman and Wslter Arntzen 
of tlie srchitectursl firm met 
with the recreation board to 
discuss aspects of conetructing 
the building and the Indoor 
pool. 


It was estimatsd that 
a 
building of 18.000 square feet 
would be necessary to kouse 


the facilities which will be in­ 
cluded in the recreation cen­ 
ter.

It is located at Hartho, seven 
miles east of Munising.

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The Hoffa Verdict 


After six trials in federal courts in 7 yeai's the U.S. 


Justice Department has overtaken Jimmy Hoffa, the 
boss of the Teamsters Union. The U.S. Supreme Court 
has upheld Hoffa’s conviction in 1964 on a charge of at­ 
tempting to fix a jur>\ 


Hoffa has been sentenced to 8 years. He could win 
parole after 2 \i years. 


The Hoffa case is complex. His expensive exhaus­ 
tion of the law’s delay leaves things somewhat muddled 
and the implications of the Justice Depai*tment*s final 
success in convicting the union leader emerges as no 
real victory for union refonn, and it casts a long shadow 
do\^Ti the years on American enforcement of criminal 
law by informers and bugging. 


The vote of the Supreme Court was 6 to 1, but two 
fustices abstained and Chief Justice Earl Warren would 
have let Hoffa off because he believed that the informer 
who tripped Hoffa was under government compulsion 
to testify against him. (The Justice Department shield­ 
ed the informer, Edward Partin, from indictments for 
embezzling, kidnaping and manslaughter to make him 
available to get the goods on Hoffa.)

In Hoffa*s home city of Detroit Will Muller wrote 
in the News: “Those who dealt with Hoffa know him 
as a personally moral man. Only 5 feet 6, a diminutive 
dynamite cap, his muscle was his only early capital. He 
housed it. He never drank, smoked, gambled or woman­ 
ized. There was violence aplenty along his way upward 
in organized labor, but proven crimes against him w’ere 
few. 


“Money never corrupted Hoffa. although the same 
eouldn’t be said of many associates. His thirst was for 
power . . . He fought all who barred his w^ay . . . and 
didn’t cringe from challenging the White House. Inevit­ 
ably the time came when Hoffa believed the Hoffa 
myth, that he was bigger than government, bigger than 
law, big enough to have his own moral and ethical code 
and force it on others.
